Interest in Roman coins and their collection has grown ever since scholars 
rediscovered the world of classical antiquity in the Renaissance. David Sear’s 
book is, without doubt, the most compact and comprehensive guide to the 
vast series of Roman coins. The catalogue proper is preceded by sections on 
denominations, reverse types, countermarks, the Roman mints from 
Augustus to the reform of Diocletian, mints and mint-marks, and dating. 
The section on the coins of the Republic lists the principal pieces met with 
and all major types are listed under the individual emperors of the Imperial 
period, which closes with Anastasius I in A.D. 518. 


Of particular interest and use to anyone concerned with Roman history as 
well as the numismatist are the succinct biographical details and notes on 
each emperor (and also members of the Imperial family who appear on 
coins) that introduce his coins. Over 4,300 coins are listed with detailed 
descriptions and valuations and all major personalities are illustrated by 
means of their portrait coins.

Severus, however, and he sustained several defeats before he was killed fleeing. Many men in 
Rome hoped for his success, for he was known to have an excellent character, and he pledged 
to cleanse the empire of its abuses by his just rule, styling himself Justus on the coins.
